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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 to 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Regarding the recitation in 
claim 1, lines 1 and 2 from the bottom, "thereby shutting off communication between said first 
port and said second port", it is not understood how the main valve body section 1 14 is able to 
shut off communication between the first port 54 and the second port 56. Referring to figure 1 
which shows the main valve body section of the valve plug membrane abutting against the seat 
section, since the main valve body section is circular in cross-section and has a diameter smaller 
than the diameter of the cylinder, what would prevent fluid from flowing from one port, around 
the piston and the main valve body section 1 14, and then to the other port? This lack of a 
complete description would impose an undue burden on one of ordinary skill in the art to make 
and use the invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and .distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1 to 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, lines 9, 10 and 19, there is no reference frame for "vertically", "lower" and 
"under". The claim should refer to structural features to provide a reference frame for these 
words. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 to 13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
